DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-4, 7-13, 18-20, 22, 24-29, 53-55, 64 and 66 are pending. The Amendment filed 
10/8/02, Paper No. 16, cancelled claims 5, 6, 21, 23, 35-36, 39-52, and 56, and amended claims 
1, 7, 10-13, 18-20, 22, 25-29, 53-54, 64 and 66. The Amendment filed 11/13/02, Paper No. 18, 
cancelled claims 57-63 and 65. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-4, 7-13, 18-20, 22, 24-29, 53-55, 64 and 66 are allowable, as the prior art 
neither teaches nor renders obvious a) a reduced carboxyalkylated polysaccharide iron oxide 
complex wherein the complex is stable at a temperatures of about 121 C; b) a method of 
providing an iron oxide complex for administration to a mammalian subject consisting of 
producing a carboxyalkylated reduced polysaccharide iron oxide complex and sterilizing the 
complex by autoclaving; and c) a method of using such a complex for in vivo MRI. 

The closest prior art is US Patent No. 6,165,378. However, the 37 CFR 1.132 declaration 
filed 10/8/02, Paper No. 17, is sufficient to overcome the art rejection over 6,165,378, as the 
reduced carboxyalkylated polysaccharide iron oxide complex of 6,165,378 is a different 
compound than the reduced carboxyalkylated polysaccharide iron oxide complex of the instant 
invention as evidenced by the results in the declaration, which show that the compound of 
6,165,378 is not stable upon autoclaving (heating at 121 C for 30 minutes), whereas the 
compound of the instant invention is stable upon autoclaving.
